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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  penultimate  year  of  the  existence  of  the  Cwmbran  Urban 
District  Council,  as  a separate  entity,  has  been  reached  as  has 
that  of  the  Public  Health  Service  in  its  present  formo  Cwmbran 
will  join  with  Pontypool  Urban  District  Council,  part  of  the 
Pontypool  Rural  District  Council  in  the  eastern  valley, 

Blaenavon  Urban  District  Council  and  with  Henllys,  to  form 
Torfaen  Urban  Districto  The  district  will  have  31,250  acres, 
a rateable  value  of  approximately  £2,832,300*,  and  a population 
of  about  88,400  persons.  It  will  no  longer  be  served  by  its 
own  Medical  Officer  of  Health  but  by  a Community  Physician  of 
the  Gwent  Area  Health  Authority, 

In  1847,  William  Henry  Duncan  was  appointed  as  the  first 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  England  and  Wales,  In  1878, 
to  appoint  a Medical  Officer  of  Health  became  a duty  of 
provincial  sanitary  authorities.  The  fundamental  duties  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  have  remained  substantially 
as  stated  in  a memorandum  published  in  1925, 

”,,0,0  0 to  safeguard  the  health  of  the  area  for  which  he 
acts  ,,00,0  to  advise  his  Authority  how  knowledge  of  public 
health  and  preventive  medicine  can  be  made  available  and 
utilised  for  the  benefit  of  the  community.  He  should 
endeavour  to  acquire  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the 
influences,  social,  environmental  and  industrial,  which 
may  operate  prejudicially  to  health  in  the  area  o,,,,.  While 
he  has  special  duties  for  the  prevention  of  infectious 
diseases,  all  morbid  conditions  contributing  to  a high 
sickness  rate  or  mortality  in  , the  area  from  these  or  other 
causes  should  be  studied  with  a view  to  their  prevention 
or  control, , , , , ” 

In  the  last  10  years,  with  this  brief,  reports  to  the 
Council  have  been  on  a wide  range  of  subjects  affecting  the 
health  of  the  community,  for  example . cigarette  smoking  with 
its  hazards  to  health,  the  fluoridation  of  drinking-water 
and  it’s  dental  health  benefits,  drugs  and  their  mis-use, 
tropical  diseases,  a survey  of  wheelchair  users  in  the  district 
and  the  need  to  design  for  disabled  persons,  intestinal  infections, 
food  hygiene,  child  health  and  immunisation,  perinatal  mortality, 

♦April,  1970  approximation. 
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In  1935,  the  first  year  of  the  Cvanbran  Urban  District 
Council,  when  the  urban  districts  of  Llantamam  and  Llanfrechfa 
Upper  were  amalgamated,  the  estimated  mid-year  population 
was  11,340,  This  year,  23  years  after  the  designation  of 
Cwmbran  as  ^ new  town*  the  estimated  mid-year  population 
is  32,330,  two  and  a half  times  the  population  at  the  new 
town's  inception.  Between  1935  and  1949  the  population 
increment  was  1,610  compared  with  an  increase  of  19,350  since 
1949, 

In  .1935  the  area  was  mainly  industrial  with  some 
agricultural  work.  There  Were  four  major  works;  Guest  Keen 
and  Nettlefolds  Ltd,,  closed  in  197?,  Whitehead  Hill  (Wireworks), 
closed  in  1971,  the  Avondale  and  Redbrook  Tin  Plate  Companies, 
Unemployment  was  "a  big  problon  in  the  areaV  after  the 
closure  of  the  Colliery,  Coke  Ovens  and  diemical  Works,  The 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  ;'br,\  r,  Carlton  Jones,  wrote  "prolonged 
unemployment’  Has  ^ marjced  influence  on  the  physical  condition 
of  the  people.  It  increases  considerably  the  incidence  of 
minor  ailments  and  lowers  the  resistance  to  infections.  The 
children  of  the  unemployed  are  particularly  prone  to  illness 
and  infection  and  convalescence  is  unduly  prolonged", 

The  crude  death  rate^for  the  -year  was  no  greater  th^ 
today's  local  adjusted  death  rate.  Infectious  diseases  were 
of  major  concern  but  in  spite  of  17  cases  of  scarlet  fever, 

29  of  diptheria,  1 of  puerperal  pyrexia,  15  of  pneumonia 
and  2 of  erysipelas,  there  were  only  four  deaths  from 
pneumonia.  An  epidemic  of  measles  complicated  by 
broncho-pneumonia  in  about  20  per  cent  of  cases  only  evoked 
a brief  comment. 

The  number  of  houses  was  2,630,  approximately  one  quarter 
of  those  existing  today  and  included  174  Council  houses  built 
between  1924  and  1935,  Most  houses  had  a public  water  supply 
and  were  connected  to  the  sewerage  system.  However,  118 
had  movable  receptacles  and  71  ashpits.  In  the  district 
at  this  time  were  53  cow  sheds,  5 slaughterhouses  and 
52  registered  workshops  including  factories. 

Unemployment  causing  malnutrition  and  a lessened  resistance 
to  infections  amotjg  adults  and  childreh  was  a recurring , theme 
until  1939^  wheii  bir*  blehiiri^i  Whose  first  antidal  report 
was  for  1937,  stated  that  unemploytnent  had  beeri  appreciably 
lowered  but  that  the  health  advantage  gained  was  offset  by  the 
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suspension  of  slum  clearance  and  the  abatement  of  overcrowding, 
one  result  of  the  ware 

One  hundred  and  fifty  six  houses  were  built  by  the  Council 
between  1936  and  1939  for  the  abatement  of  overcrowding  and  for 
re-housing  families  from  condemned  houses,,  Building  lapsed  during 
the  war  years  to  recommence  in  1946o  By  the  end  of  this  year 
2,390  houses  had  been  built  by  the  Councilo  In  1969  the 
Council  resolved  to  provide  houses  for  the  elderly  and 
disabled,  leaving  other  housing  needs  to  the  Cwmbran  Development 
Corporation o 

The  Cwmbran  Urban  District  Council  and  the  Cwmbran  Development 
Corporation  are  inter-dependerito  The  general  housing  needs  of 
the  town,  commercial  and  industrial  development  are  all  major 
concerns  of  the  Corporationo  The  Cwmbran  Council  is  more  concerned 
with  specialised  housing,  social  and  recreational  facilitieso 

Any  employment  recession,  such  as  that  following  the 
closure  of  part  of  Guest  Keen  and  Nettlefotds  Ltdo , is  of 
concern  to  than  both®  It  is  to  be  expected  that  within  the 
foreseeable  future  as  a result  of  the  Corporation's  advertising 
and  publicity  campaign  in  bringing  to  the  notice  of  industry  the 
exceptional  facilities  available  in  Cwmbran,  the  employment 
problem  will  have  been  solved.  Unemployment  had  been  reduced 
by  approximately  50  per  cent  to  about  500  men  and  100  women  in 
the  new  town  at  the  end  of  the  year,  a creditable  achievement. 

Recreational  facilities  made  available  by  the  Council  include: 
26  association  football  pitches,  3 rugby  football  pitches, 

2 cricket  squares,  9 tennis  courts, 2 bowling  greens, 

2 all-weather  playing  areas,  a sports  stadium  to  ;hich  will 
soon  be  added  the  first  Cwmbran  swimming  pool,  for  which 
bye-laws  will  be  needed  and  a 4-acre  boating  lake. 

There  are  approximately  130  clubs,  societies  and  ofcher 
voluntary  organisations  in  the  town.  Mention  must  be  made 
of  the  Community  Colleges  established  by  the  County  Council 
in  the  form  of  secondary  school  pronises  with  community  wings 
offering  a comprehensive  range  of  activities  from  further 
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education  to  social  and  recreational  facilities « The  Council 

itself  has  either  built  or  manages  community  halls  throughout 
the  district* 

Two-thirds  of  the  Town  Centre  has  been  completed.  The 
largest  commercial  development,  Gwent  House,  costing  £800,000  and 
the  Congress  Theatre,  were  opened  by  Her  Royal  Highness  the 
Duchess  of  Kent  in  October.  During  the  year,  the  first  buildi-ng 
offering  commercial  entertainment,  a three  studio  cinema  and 
social  hall,  was  completed.  Future  building  will  include  a 

Woolco  Store  and  negotiations  are  proceeeding  with  two  other 
nationally  known  companies.  A 100  bedroom  hotel  is  anticipated. 


The  provision  of  schools  in  the  town  has  been  in  keeping  with 
its  growth.  The  many  services  with  health  connotations  have  not 
progressed  as  happily.  Homes  for  the  elderly  and  less  mobile 
have  often  been  built  far  from  shopping  centres,  traffic  routes 
and  centres  of  er.tertainment.  Some  infant  welfare  clinics,  tardy 
in  appearance,  may  be  not  fully  utilised  when  districts  become 
established.  Temporary  clinics  near  schools  or  shopping 
centres  for  10  years  might  have  been  adequate.  General 
Practice  has  not  been  planned  as  it  is  in  some  new  towns  with 
co-operation  between  Executive  Council,  Development  Corporation 
and  Practitioners.  There  are  no  health  centes.  Planning  for 
health  centres,  one  in  connection  with  the  Town  Centre  Clinic 
and  Social  Service  Department  and  two  smaller  units  at  Llanyravon 
and  in  the  south  of  Cwmbran,  is  making  progress.  These  will  be 
provided  with  a consulting  room  and  examination  room  for  each 
general  practitioner  and  a treatmoit  room  for  common  use. 

The  treatment  room  will  be  equipped  to  allow  for  the 
treatment  of  minor  accidents  and  emergency  cases  and  possibly 
some  minor  surgical  cases.  The  extent  of  the  treatment  will, 
however,  be  dependent  on  the  general  practitioners.  There 
is  no  intention  to  provide  any  beds  or  X-ray  facilities  at  the 
health  centres. 

It  may  be  said  that  Cwmbren  is  a modem  progressive  community 
and  compares  favourably  socially  with  other  towns  of  comparable 
size.

The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimate  of  the  population  of 
Cwmbran  for  1972,  was  32,330,  680  more  than  the  mid-year  estimate  for 
1971o  There  were  618  live  births  and  240  deaths  so  that  the 
natural  increase  of  the  population  was  378,  30  less  than  in  1970 
and  20  less  than  in  1971o 


The  ccxnparability  factors  used  for  the  calculation  of  local 
adjusted  rates  are  Oo88  for  births  and  1»69  for  deaths o The 
comparability  factor  for  births  has  increased  by  0o04  and  that  for 
deaths  decreased  by  OoOl  when  compared  with  last  year«

Illegitimate  live  births  as  a percentage  of  total  live  births 
increased  by  2 per  cent  when  compared  with  1971o  The  number 
of  illegitimate  live  births  increased  by  10„  Nationally 
the  rate  increased  from  8 per  cent  in  1971  to  9 per  cent  in 
1972  and  for  Monmouthshire  from  6 per  cent  to  7 per  cent  in  1972« 

The  one-parent  family  is  becoming  accepted  by  present  day  society,

There  were  15  infant  deaths,  2 more  than  last  year®  The  additional 
deaths  were  of  female  infants  aged  less  than  one  week®  Seven  deaths 
were  of  males  and  8 of  fanales®  No  death  was  of  an  illegitimate  infant® 
The  year,  1968,  in  which  most  live  births  were  registered  in  Cwmbran, 
there  were  the  least  number  of  infant  deaths  since  1963®  There 
were  10  deaths  of  infants  and  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  12®94  per 
1,000  live  births® 

Seven  deaths  were  early  neonatal,  1 death  was  neonatal  and  the 
remaining  7 deaths  were  of  infants  aged  between  4 weeks  and  one  year®

There  were  8 deaths,  5 of  males  and  3 of  fonales,  from 
accidents  including  1 female  death  from  a motor  vehicle  accident.

The  table  above  indicates  the  number  of  cases  of  measles 
in  the  ten  years  from  1963  to  1972o  You  will  note  that  with 
two  exceptions  most  cases  occurred  in  alternative  years o 
Last  year  the  dramatic  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases 
suggested  the  possible  success  of  the  measles  eradication 
programmeo  The  hope  of  success  has  been  of  short  duration 
with  a decrease  in  the  number  of  children  being  vaccinated  and, 
in  Cwmbran,  with  285  cases  of  measles  in  the  last  quarter 
of  a non-epidemic  yearo  Measles  may  never  be  said  to  be 
without  complications  but  in  this  outbreak  children  have  been 
admitted  to  hospital  with  measles  encephalitis ^ 

During  the  year  there  were  2 cases  of  meningococcal  infection, 
in  CvOTbrano  One  of  the  patients,  a boy  aged  8 years, was  taken 
ill  in  the  morning  and  died  in  hospital  from  meningococcal 
septicaemia  in  mid-aftemoono  Thirty-five  nose  and  throat 
sv^abs,  taken  from  pupils  in  the  same  class  at  school  and  from 
family  contacts, did  not  reveal  meningocaccio  The  second 
patient,  a boy  aged  years,  notified  3 months  later, 
macfe  an  uneventful  recovery  in  hospitalo  Thirty-one  nose 
and  throat  swabs  from  possible  contacts  were  again  negative 
for  organisms® 

In  addition  to  cases  of  measles  and  meningitis  there  were 
18  cases  of  infective  jaundice® 

Sixteen  nose  and  throat  swabs  (from  staff  and  visitors 
to  Llanfrechfa  Grange  Hospital)  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  for  bacteriological  analysis®  A virulent 
strain  of  Corynebacterium  diphtheriae  mitis  had  been  isolated 
from  hospital  patients®

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply: 


The  Gwent  Water  Board  provides  and  distributes  all  public 
main  supplies  of  water  in  Cwmbrano  Most  of  the  water 
distributed  is  derived  from  the  Talybont  Reservoir,  Breconshire, 
and  a smaller  amount  from  the  Blaen  Bran  Reservoir,  Cwmbran. 

Both  these  waters  are  reasonably  soft, containing  40  to  45  p.p.m. 
of  total  hardness.  An  adequate  supply  was  maintained  throughout 
the  year. 

All  piped  main  water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  prior  to 
distribution  and  frequent  checks  on  its  purity,  both 
bacteriologically  and  chemically,  are  made  by  the  Gwent  Water 
Board  through  their  own  laboratory  services  provided  for  this 
purpose.  The  Public  Health  Department  is  informed  of  the 
results  of  these  examinations.  During  the  year  the 
Public  Health  Department  submitted  135  samples  of  water  from 
taps  on  different  parts  of  the  public  main  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Services  for  examination.  Seven  of  these  samples 
were  considered  bacteriologically  unsatisfactory.  The  seven 
unsatisfactory  samples  were  immediately  repeated  and  found 
to  be  satisfactory  and  it  is  considered  that  the  repair  of 
broken  water  mains  was  responsible  for  a deviation  from  the 
normal  high  standard  of  purity  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

Two  samples  of  the  public  main  water  supply,  taken  for  chemical 
analysis,  were  found  to  be  suitable  for  drinking  purposes  and 
not  plumbo  solvent. 

Sixteen  samples  of  water  from  wells  and  springs  supplying 
isolated  dwellings  and  farm  houses  in  the  area  were  examined 
during  the  year  and  12  of  these  samples  were  considered 
bacteriologically  unsatisfactory.  The  occupants  of  the 
dwellings  were  strongly  advised  to  boil  all  water  used  for 
drinking  and  in  the  preparation  of  food  and  advice  was 
given  on  methods  to  improve  the  purity  of  the  water  by 
filtration  or  chlorination.  Two  such  premises  were  provided 
with  domestic  type  chlorination  plants.  There  are,  in  all, 

24  dwellings,  mainly  farmhouses,  not  connected  to  the  public  main. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage : 

Other  than  a few  isolated  properties  and  farms  all  properties 
in  Cwmbran  are  now  connected  to  the  public  sewerage  systemo  In 
the  New  Town,  area,  with  the  exception  of  the  older  centres  of 
Pontnewydd  and  Cwmbran,  the  system  is  of  recent  construction  and 
is  well  maintained  by  the  Cwmbran  Urban  District  Council  or  the 
Cwmbran  Development  Corpora tiono  The  public  sewerage  system 

is  connected  to  the  Eastern  Valley  Joint  Sewerage  Board's  trunk 
sewer  for  treatment  at  their  Ponthir  Sewerage  Works  before  discharge 
into  the  Afon  Lwyd  rivero 

Storm  and  surface  water  sewers  discharge  directly  into  the 
Afon  Lwyd  river,  into  small  brooks  discharging  into  the  Afon  Lwyd 
river,  or  into  the  Brecon  to  Newport  canal  which  passes  through 
Cwmbrano  Much  has  been  done  during  the  year  by  the  Usk  River  Board 
and  the  Cwmbran  Urban  District  Council  to  clean  these  water  courses 
and  to  prevent  possible  pollution  and  floodingo 

The  Cwmbran  Urban  District  Council  has  greatly  improved  the 
cleanliness  and  condition  of  the  canal  and  has  transformed  those 
portions  of  the  canal  at  Two  Locks,  Ty  Coch  and  Five  Locks, 
into  a leisure  amenity  of  the  neighbourhood » Work  is  proceeding 
on  the  culverting  of  the  canal  at  Mount  Pleasanto  The  remaining 
portion  of  the  canal  adjacent  to  the  Clomendy  Road  Foundries 
and  other  works  is  now  somewhat  cleaner,  less  prone  to  oil 
pollution  from  industry  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  near 
future  this  portion  will  receive  similar  environmental  treatment 
to  the  other  portions  of  the  canal o 

The  practice  of  motorists  discharging  waste  sump  oil  into 
surface  water  gullies  of  garage  forecourts  continues  and  during 
the  year  several  brooks  receiving  this  surface  water  were  found 
to  be  polluted  with  oilo  One  brook  was  found  to  be  polluted 
with  fuel  oil  leaking  from  domestic  oil  heating  services « 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  the  amount  of  domestic  refuse 
and  discarded  domestic  articles  thrown  into  the  brooks  and  canal 
appears  to  be  diminishingo 

Refuse  Collection/Disposal: 

The  Council  operates  a weekly  kerbside  collection  of  domestic 
refuse  in  purpose^-desiqned  compaction  vehicleso  Approximately 
60%  of  the  dwelling  houses  are  issued  with  plastic  sacks  for  the 
storage  and  collection  of  refuse  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this 


proportion  will  increase  as  new  dwellings  arc  erected  and  older 
parts  of  the  district  are  brought  into  the  plastic  sack 
collection  methodo 

Apart  from  nuisances  caused  by  marauding  dogs  and  cats,  the 
plastic  sack  method  has  proved  to  be  convenient  and  hygienic.. 

A charge  is  made  for  the  collection  of  trade  refuseo 

During  the  year  the  Council  stepped  up  the  advertisement  of 
the  free  special  collection  of  unwanted  bulky  domestic  articles 
such  as  beds,  mattresses,  furniture,  bicycles,  perambulators  etCo 
Householders  responded  by  making  more  use  of  the  service  and 
this  has  certainly  reduced  the  illegal  and  unhygienic  practice 
of  dumping  these  articles  on  unused  ground,  the  canal  and 
country  lanes o With  the  co-operation  of  Pontypool  Urban  District 
Council,  these  bulky  articles  are  disposed  of  at  their  refuse  tip 
at  Gamdiffaitho 

The  Council  ranoved  154  abandoned  cars  during  1972o 

During  the  autumn  of  the  year  the  Council  commenced  disposal 
of  household  refuse  at  the  pulverisation  plant  at  Ty  Cocho 
The  controlled  refuse  tip  at  Maendy  Way  was  effectively  covered 
and  sealed  with  earth  prior  to  closure® 

Two  persons  were  prosecuted  for  the  illegal  dumping  of 
refuse  in  accordance  with  the  provision  of  the  Civic  Amenities  Act 
and  in  each  case  the  Magistrate's  Court  imposed  a fine® 

Rodent  Control  and  Disinfestation; 

The  Council  continues  to  onploy  one  full  time  rodent  operator 
for  rodent  control  and  general  disinfestation® 

There  have  been  no  major  rat  infestations  during  the 
past  year  and  the  infestations  of  the  sewer  syston  have  been 
small  and  confined  to  those  older  sewers  in  the  villages  of 
Old  Cwmbran  and  Pontnewydd®  Regular  routine  baiting  and  test 
baiting  of  possible  sources  of  rat  infestation,  such  as  the 
refuse  tips,  the  canal,  rivers,  brooks  and  building  compounds 
have  been  responsible  for  minimising  the  severity  of  infestations® 
Vacant  houses  awaiting  demolition  and  undeveloped  areas  of  land 
received  particular  attention®  It  was  found  that  Warfarin  is  still 
an  effective  poison  for  the  destruction  of rats  but  was  found  to 
be  less  effective  for  the  treatment  of  mouse  infestation®  As  an 
alternative  alphachloralose  was  used  when  there  was  no  possibility 
of  contamination  of  food®

All  food  premises  were  inspected  at  least  twice  during 
the  year  and  when  found  necessary  more  frequent  inspections 
were  made.,  It  is  regrettable  that  unless  frequent  routine 
inspections  are  carried  out  there  is  a tendency  by  some  traders 
to  allow  good  food  hygiene  practices  to  take  second  place  to  the 
normal  trade  activities  in  those  parts  of  the  premises  not  on  view 
to  the  customero  It  is,  however,  pleasing  to  note  that  there 
appears  to  be  a greater  awareness  by  the  general  public  of  the  benefits 
of  clean  handling  of  food  and  good  hygienical ly  equipped  food  premises o 


One-hundred-and  seventy-one  notices,  drawing  attention  to 
contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1970, 
were  served  on  the  owners  or  occupiers  of  132  premises  and 
I itemise  below  the  nature  of  640  contraventions  found  in  these 
premises*  No  legal  proceedings  were  taken  by  the  Council  in  respect 
of  contraventions  and  it  was  invariably  found  on  further  inspections 
that  the  defects  or  contraventions  had  been  rectified*  The  nature

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FOOD  HYGIENE  (MARKETS,  STALLS  AND  DELIVERY  VEHICLES)  REGULATIONS,  1966 

108  inspections  were  made  of  48  different  food  vehicles  including 
ice  cream  vans,  mobile  grocery  and  greengrocery  vans,  bread  and 
wholesale  delivery  vanso  Generally  the  standard  of  hygiene  of  the 
equipment  and  handlers  on  these  vehicles  was  good  and  all  vans  were 
found  to  be  equipped  with  washing  facilities  including  the 
provision  of  hot  and  cold  water  supplieso  There  v;ere,  however, 
occasions  when  the  person  in  charge  of  the  vehicle  failed  to  carry 
out  instructions  to  remedy  the  contraventions o One  incident  when 
a mobile  vehicle  did  not  comply  with  the  above  Regulations 
was  referred  to  the  Council  for  possible  legal  proceedings  and  th^  ownei 
duly  prosecutedo  A fine  of  £32  was  imposedo 

ICE  CREAM 

During  the  year  lOfJ"  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examinationo  78  samples  were  taken  during  retail 
sale  from  shops  or  from  catering  premises  and  of  these  samples 
1 was  found  to  be  bacteriologically  unsatisfactoryo  7 samples  were 
taken  from  mobile  vans  and  these  were  found  to  be  satisfactoryo 
22  samples  were  taken  from  manufacturing  plant  of  which  9 samples 


were  unsatisfactory » 


The  method  of  preparation  and  storage  of  all  unsatisfactory 
samples  was  thoroughly  investigated,  and  whilst  it  is  not  always 
possible  to  pin-point  the  reason  why  the  ice  cream  was  not  of 
first  class  purity,  it  is  necessary  to  instruct  the  manufacturer 
or  vendor  in  the  hygienic  handling  and  storage  of  ice  cream  and 
to  impress  on  him  the  need  for  care  and  attention  to 
cleanliness  so  as  to  avoid  further  unsatisfactory  samples » 

There  is  still  no  legal  standard  of  purity  of  ice  cream» 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  is  administered  in  Cwmbran  by  the 
Weights  and  Measures  Department  of  the  Monmouthshire  County  Council o 

Twenty  complaints  were  made  to  the  Cwmbran  Public  Health 
Department  by  persons  buying  food  in  Cwmbran  allegedly  not  of 
the  nature,  substance  or  quality  as  that  demandedo  Five  of 
these  complaints  were  referred  to  the  Weights  and  Measures 
Department  for  further  actiono  Four  of  the  complaints  related 
to  the  possible  lonsoxondness  of  food  and  in  these  instances  the 
retail  shops  where  the  food  had  been  bought  were  immediately 
visited  and  the  remainder  of  the  food  in  stock  was  inspectedo 
Close  co-operation  between  the  Weights  and  Measures  Inspectors 
of  the  Monmouthshire  Covinty  Council  and  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  is  maintained  in  Cwmbrano 


Unsoiand  Food 

The  following  foodstuffs  were  inspected  and  foiand  to  be  unfit 
for  human  consumptiono  The  unsound  foods  were  voluntary  surrendered 
and  their  disposal  at  the  Counci] 's  refuse  tip  supervisedo  Much  of  the 
unsound  dbod  voluntarily  surrendered  resulted  from  refrigeration 
breakdowns  during  weekends  and  holiday  periods  and  a large 
proportion  of  the  unsound  food  was  inspected  and  surrendered  at 
wholesale  food  depots  and  Cash  and  Carry  warehouses o

There  are  2,081  persons  employed  in  these  registered  premises, 
mainly  in  the  retail  shops. 

396  visits  of  inspection  were  made  during  the  year  to 
209  registered  premises  and  192  contraventions  of  the  Act 
were  brought  to  the  notice  of  owners  or  occupiers  of  91 
pranises  concerned.

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

Industrial  Smoke  Pollution 


The  closure  of  four  of  the  cold  blast  cupolas  at  the 
Clomendy  Road  foundry  complex  has  made  a visible  improvement  in  the 
atmospheric  environment  of  Cwmbran  and  is  particularly  noticeable 
in  the  Town  Centre  and  West  Pontnewydd  areas o A certain  amount  of 
grit  and  dust  has  arisen  from  the  demolition  of  the  old  foundry  building 
and  by  disturbance  of  the  spoil-tip. faces.  There  now  remains 
in  the  foundry  complex  two  cold  blast  cupolas  fitted  with  net  type 
arrestors  and  an  electric  arc  molten  metal  holding  furnace  without 
any  form  of  fume  cleansing. 

The  remaining  brickworks  in  Cwmbran  at  Two  Locks  Road  was 
converted  during  the  year  from  oil  firing  to  natural  gas  heating 
with  a consequent  improvement  in  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide 
emission.  The  nuisance  of  acid  soot  emission  causing  damage 
to  fabrics  and  vegetation  in  the  Two  Locks  Road  district  has  now  been 
abated.  There  is,  however,  a considerable  amount  of  atmospheric 
grit  and  dust  in  the  Two  Locks  Road  district  caused  by  the  movement 
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of  heavy  vehj.cles  on  dusiy  roads  near  the  bricJcworks,  the 
weathering  and  cx^i^ihir^g  of  shale  for  brickmaking  and 
by  the  demolition  and  consi.^znctional  V'^^rk  being  carried  out  during 
the  process  of  re-developmento 

Several  of  the  oil  burning  factories  in  Cwmbran  were 
converted  from  oil  fired  boilers  and  space  heaters  to  natural  gas 
heated  plants  during  the  yearo 

There  were  no  contraventions  of  the  Dark  Smoke  Regulations 
observed  during  the  year  from  factory  chimneyso  There  were, 
hov/ever,  several  occasions  when  a thick  pall  of  black  smoke  was 
produced  by  the  accidental  burning  of  waste  oil  or  rubber  in 
factory  yards  and  on  building  siteso  Informal  action,  in  an 
attempt  to  prevent  a recurrence  of  these  avoidable  accidents, 
was  takeno 

Domestic  Smoke  Pollution 


There  are  no  smoke  control  areas  in  Cwmbrano  All  new  dwellings 
and  other  buildings  erected  during  the  year  by  the  Cwmbran  Development 
Corporation,  the  Cwmbran  Urban  District  Council  and  by  private  e^nterprise 
were  designed  to  be  heated  by  gas,  electricity  or  oilo 

Both  the  Cwmbran  Development  Corporation  and  the  Cwmbran  Urban 
District  Council  operate  schemes  whereby  older  houses  with  solid  fuel 
burning  grates  are  replaced  by  a central  heating  system  burning 
smokeless  fuelo 

There  is  a continuing  trend  in  the  district  for  tenants  and 
particularly  owner/occupiers  to  replace  open  coal  fires  with  a 
central  heating  system  using  smokeless  fuelo  The  amount  of  high 
volatile  coal  used  in  the  district  is  small  and  is  diminishingo 


Measurement  of  Air  Pollution 


Details  of  the  measurements  of  monthly  grit  and  dust  deposits 
at  Two  Locks  Road  and  the  Town  Centre  and  the  daily  smoke  and 
sulphur  dioxide  concentrations  at  the  Council  Offices,  Cwmbran, 
are  shown  in  Appendix  IIIo 

Grit  and  Dust 


The  Town  Centre  deposit  gauge  situated  between  Clomendy  Road 
Foundries  and  the  Tovm  Centre  shows  a decrease  of  11  per  cent 


c^leposi  Tnab».or  rlurn’^g  tho- year  1972  when  compared  with  the 
yearly  deposit  of  1971  and  a decrease  of  32  per  cent  when 
compared  with  1970o  The  highest  total  monthly  deposit 
occurred  during  February  (22  tons  per  square  mile),  and  the 
lowest  monthly  deposit  in  August  (9  tons  per  square  mile)o 

Tlie  deposit  gauge  at  Two  Locks  Road  is  situated  between 
the  housing  estates  of  Two  Locks  Road  and  the  Refractory  Brickwinrks 
and  results  for  the  year  1972  shows  a decrease  of  10  per  cent 
total  deposit  wheai  compared  with  the  deposit  in  1971  and  a 
decrease  of  7 per  cent  when  compared  with  1970o  The  highest 
total  monthly  deposit  occurred  during  March  (23  tons  per  square 
mile)  and  the  lowest  monthly  deposit  during  December  (7  tons 
per  square  mile)« 

Although  the  figures  of  total  yearly  deposits  of  grit  and 
dust  recorded  at  Two  Locks  and  the  Town  Centre  for  the  year  1972 
are  below  the  average  recorded  for  the  past  10  years,  there  would 
appear  to  be  little  improvement  generally  in  the  total  deposition 
of  atmospheric  grit  and  dust  in  Cwmbrano 

Smoke  and  Sulphur  Dioxide  Concentration 

Smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  concentration  is  measured  daily 
at  the  Council  Offices,  Victoria  Street,  Cwmbrano  The  average 
daily  smoke  concentration  for  1972,  expressed  in  microgrammes 
per  c\ibic  metre,  was  38o77o  This  figure  represents  a decrease 
of  2o5  per  cent  when  compared  with  a similar  average  concentration 
measured  in  1971  cind  a decrease  of  10  per  cent  when  canpared  with 
that  of  1970o  The  highest  monthly  average  of  daily  smoke 
concentration  occurred  during  December  (60o84)  and  the  lowest 
daily  average  was  recorded  during  the  month  of  July  (16o82)o 

The  daily  average  concentration  of  sulphur  dioxide  measured 
at  the  Council  Offices,  Cwmbran,  was  53o87  microgrammes  per 
cubic  metre  in  1972  and  this  represents  a decrease  of  15o2  per  cent 
compared  with  a similar  measurement  in  1971  and  a decrease  of 
9 per  cent  compared  with  a similar  concentration  measured  in  1970o 
The  highest  daily  average  per  month  of  sulphur  dioxide  concentration 
was  during  January  of  1972  (87»5)  and  the  lowest  similar  measurement 
was  recorded  in  August  (22o50)o  Since  measurements  were  first 
recorded  in  1960  there  has  been  a steady  decline  in  daily  concentration 
expressed  as  a monthly  average  from  207  during  the  winter  of  1962 
to  60  during  the  winter  of  1972o

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  1960 

This  aspect  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector's  duties  becomes 
increasingly  more  important  yearly  as  residents  become  aware  of 
the  importance  of  noise  on  their  well  being  and  comfort  and  the 
fact  that  noise  nuisances  can  be  abated  or  at  least  minimisedo 
During  the  year  the  Department  dealt  with  noise  nuisances 
arising  from  two  manufacturing  processes,  two  nuisances  from 
music  played  in  premises  open  to  the  public  and  10  nuisances 
from  noisy  pneumatic  drills o 

With  regard  to  noise  nuisance  from  the  pneumatic  drills 
it  has  been  found  that  whilst  local  authorities  and  statutory 
undertakers  are  anxious  to  co-operate  with  the  prevention 
of  noise,  there  is  a reluctance  on  the  part  of  their  sub- contractors, 
and  particularly  the  sub-contractor's  operatives,  to  use 
the  most  rudimentary  muffling  deviceso  Operators  invariably 
maintain  that  the  muffler  reduces  the  efficiency  of  a pneumatic 
drill  and  seem  unconcerned  about  the  affect  the  noise  has 
on  their  own  hearing o 


DEPOSIT  OF  POISONOUS  WASTES  ACT,  1972 

With  the  operation  of  the  above  Act  Local  Authorities 
now  have  greater  control  over  the  disposal  of  poisonous 
wasteso 

There  are  no  sites  in  Cwmbran  that  are  used  for  the 
deposition  of  industrial  wastes  - Fbisonous  otherwiseo 
During  the  past  15  years  the  Council  has  operated  four 
refuse  tips,  two  of  which  were  used  for  industrial  waste 
disposal o The  most  recent  tip  at  Maendy  Way  has  never  been 

used  for  industrial  waste  disposal  and  the  type  of  waste 
tipped  on  the  site  by  the  Council  and  others  has  been  rigidly 
controlledo 

A series  of  samples  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  of 
waster  from  ponds  at  the  base  of  past  tipping  areas  and 
from  drainage  arising  from  the  tips  during  times  of  heavy 
rain  shows  that  expected  amounts  of  metals  were  present 
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but  not  in  sufficient  quantity  to  be  toxic  to  any  degree.. 

No  cyanides  were  detected  in  any  of  the  samples o 

An  investigation  was  carried  out  during  the  year  into 
the  method  and  control  of  disposal  of  used  cyanide  containers 
from  local  factories « 

HOUSING 

Further  progress  was  made  during  the  year  by  djmbran 
Urban  District  Council  on  the  re-housing  of  residents  of  the 
Arcon  bungalows  at  Penyparc  and  by  the  end  of  the  year 
30  of  the  50  bungalows  had  been  demolished®  The  Council 
also  assisted  the  Cwmbran  Development  Corporation  in 
re-housing  residents  of  Hill  Street  and  Llandowlais  Street, 

Cwmbran,  to  enable  the  Development  Corporation  to  re-develop 
the  land  for  industrial  purposes®  A few  residents  only 
remain  to  be  re-housed  from  dv/ellings  at  Hill  Street  and 
Mount  Pleasant  Street,  Pontnewydd,  and  it  is  anticipated 
that  on  clearance  of  these  older  dwellings  the  site  will  be 
re-developed  for  housing  purposes® 

Twelve  occupiers  of  individual  unfit  dwellings  were 
re-housed  prior  to  the  making  of  Closing  Orders® 

24  unfit  dwellings  were  demolished  by  the  Cwmbran 
Urban  District  Council  during  the  year® 

Maximum  co-operation  exists  between  the  Cwmbran  Urban  District 
Council  .and  the  Cwmbran  Development  Co-operation  in  the  re- Housing 
of  families  in  need®  The  general  re-housing  situation  for 
needy  families  deteriorated  during  the  year  to  an  extent  that 
the  Council  decided  to  recommence  building  for  general  need  at 
Rhiw  Meliii,  Beeches  Field,  Oakfield  and  Penyparc®  The  Council's 
efforts  were  frustrated  by  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  suitable 
tenders  from  contractors® 

The  Cwmbran  Development  Corporation  completed  124  new  dwellings 
at  Greenmeadow  and  the  Cwmbran  Urban  District  Council  completed 
6 dwellings  for  special  need  during  the  year® 

Routine  surveys  of  the  older  dwellings  in  Cwmbran  and 
Pontnewydd  continued  during  the  year  and  of  145  dwellings 
inspected  38  were  foiind  to  be  unfit® 
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The  <"oiincil  derided  to  approve  and  develop  Noso  15  - 50 
iBr-ick  Row)  Wesley  Street,  Cwmbrano
